On 20 £pril 1951* it wag learned that the artillery range north of Hiller s- 
leben (M S3/Y 5l)* "which had been dismantled by the Soviets, was being 
reconsti'ucted under the supervision of Soviet officers. Concrete blocks, 
on which the artillery pieces were to b© mounted (sic), were constructed 
in three large cinder-block buildings, the northern walls of which opened 
toward' the impact area. There was firing from one of the three buildings, 
reportedly , with 75 nra AT guns which Soviet engineers were adjusting. The 
emplacements were off-limits and guarded by Soviet sentries. The firing
